—Whereas, the Commission had vide its notification No. 100/JKD-HP/1/2011, dated 7th June, 2011 
notified the schedule for polling in Part (C) of the said notification. 

Whereas, the Chief Electoral Officer, Jharkhand has intimated to the Commission vide its letter No. 38/CEO, dated 
8th June, 2011 that out of 6 Legislative Assembly segments 4 Legislative Assembly segments in 9-Jamshedpur are naxal 
affected and are located in distant and difficult terrain. And owing to monsoon and naxal affected areas the police personnel 
and polling parties may face many problems to reach the Headquarters/cluster points after 5 pm. 

Whereas, in view of above reasons the Chief Electoral Officer, Jharkhand has recommended that the hours of poll 
in connection with the bye-election from 9-Jamshedpur Parliamentary Constituency should be changed from the existing 
8.00 am to 5.00 pm to 7.00 am to 3.00 pm for the safe arrival of the polling personnel and police personnel to the District 
Headquarter after the close of the poll as movement during night in said areas is risky. 

Whereas, the Commission considered the said report of the Chief Electoral Officer, Jharkhand and has decided to 
change the hours of the poll in the said Parliamentary Constituency and has fixed the time of poll as 7.00 am to 3.00 pm. 

Now, therefore, the Election Commission in exercise of the powers conferred on it under Section 56 of the 
Representation of the People Act, 1951 (43 of 1951) read with Section 21 of the General Clauses Act, 1897, hereby makes the 
following amendments in its notification referred to above, namely:— 

In clause (C) of the said notification, in place of the words “8.00 am to 5.00 pm” the words “ 7.00 am to 3.00 pm” shall 
be substituted.
